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INTRODUCTION 


1981 has been a substantial year for the upgrading 
of Town equipment and buildings. The Town Highway Barn 
is fully insulated and the Library had the final exterior 
wall insulated by the Monadnock Regional School District 
as agreed when the school used the Library facilities in 
1978. Additional plans are underway to complete insu- 
lation at the Fire Station, and to reduce electrical 
consumption by both the Library and Fire Station. 


The Sullivan Town Hall at East Sullivan received an 
interior coat of paint in the main hall; much needed re- 
pairs to the ceiling were completed. Plans are finished 
for foundation and drainage repairs to the building; the 
project will go out to bid in early Spring 1982. Com- 
patable plans for bathroom and handicapped facilities are 
included in the specifications. 


Many volunteer hours have gone into all of the above 
and the Selectmen wish to thank those townspeople who 
have made a direct impact on the success of these pro- 
jects with their time and abilities. 


Highway equipment was ready by the first snowfall; 
the 5-Ton truck is fully outfitted with plowing gear and 
other major repairs have been made to the 1800 Dump truck 
and the grader. 


The Town has completed a land transaction with the 
United Congregational Church. Land acquired will allow 
for expansion of cemetery space in Sullivan Center.

The Tax Collector/Town Clerk is now depositing the money 
directly into the Treasurer's account and turning over to 
her the deposit slip and a breakdown of the deposit on 
the remittance sheet. This should work out better. The 
Tax Collector/Town Clerk made two deposits in January of 
1982 of which some money was collected in 1981 and some 
in 1982. As the treasurer should hold her books open 
10 days into January to record the prior years collections, 
my report to Concord shows the 1981 money on the 1981 
books and the 1982 money on the 1982 books. Therefore, 
the 1981 money should show on the treasurer's and select- 
men's books as cash on hand. Other than these deposits 
showing in different ways the books seem to be correct 
now. There is a matter of $452 which is an overpayment 
and it should be repaid to whom it belongs. Also, more 
invoices should be saved.

SULLIVAN PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board meetings are scheduled bi-monthly: 
the first and third Wednesday at 7:30 P.M. at the Public 
Library. The first Wednesday of each month is a regular 
meeting to transact all legal business. The third Wed- 
nesday is reserved for a work session to discuss Town 
and Planning Board needs. 

During the past year the Planning Board has been 
discussing the need for revising the Sullivan Subdivision 
Regulation for the purpose of clarification and increased 
readability and ease of application submission by the 
subdivider. On September 30, a public hearing was held 
to review proposed amendments to the Town of Sullivan 
Subdivision Regulations for the purpose of conforming to 
Legislation passed by the N.H. General Court known as 
Senate Bill 235 revising RSA 36:23. These amendments 
were approved by the Planning Board and will be incor- 
porated in the revised Subdivision Regulations scheduled 
for completion in the fall of 1982. 


The Board approved one 4 lot and one 2 lot subdi- 
vision of land in 1981 as follows: 


2-4-81 Town of Sullivan Center Street 
7-1-81 Frederick Brisco Gilsum Road 
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MONADNOCK REGIONAL SCHOOL DISTRICT REPORT 


The big issue this year was obviously the rising 
tax burden and as usual the schools were requested to 


do with less and make an effort to save money. In response 


to this the Board recommended a budget with an increase 
of 2.6%. To arrive at this budget there were many cuts 
and with so many fixed costs Educational areas were hit 
the hardest. 


There is a request for funding a kindergarden program 
that will appear as a separate item on the warrant. It 
is certainly a worthwhile program and, even with the taxes 
what they are, should be given serious consideration. 


Your schools are still doing an above average job 
with one of the lowest per pupil cost in the State. The 
Administration and Staff throughout our district are to 
be commended for their efforts.

HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 


In July 1981, Road Agent Floyd A. Nims resigned to 
return to private business. Walter S. Gray was appointed 
Road Agent by the Selectmen. 


Road work completed in 1981 includes culvert and 
cold patch work on Apple Hill, Valley and South Roads. 
Extensive summer grading was done on gravel roads. 


All equipment was in running order for the 1981-82 
winter season with ongoing maintenance to ensure avail- 


able equipment for plowing and sanding. Already, the Town 


is likely to use 5-600 yards of sand during this winter 
season. Snow removal will be more effective if residents 


see that automobiles are not parked on traveled shoulders, 


and that private plowing contractors are mindful of, 
pushing snow removed from driveways and parking areas 
well back into roadside banks. 


With the size of Sullivan and the budget allocated 
to the Highway Department, the position of Road Agent 
must be maintained as a part-time position. State cuts 
in the Highway Subsidy monies available to the Town will 
make it more difficult to live within the available 
appropriations and future projects must be planned 


carefully. Every effort to see that roads are maintained, 


plowed, and equipment kept in running order will be made 
under the above constraints. 
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REPORT OF THE SULLIVAN 
FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Sullivan Fire Department wishes to thank the many 
people who have donated time and money to the Fire Depart- 
ment in 1981. The Firemen's Wives Organization would also 
like to thank all those who have donated their time and 
effort to Bingo and all other activities conducted this 
past year. 


The Fire Department held an Open House to demonstrate 
the Department's new Fold-a-Tank and dump valve. This new 
system will allow us to have a large source of water at 
fires. Demonstrations of fire streams at different pres- 
sures were also held. 


There have been a total of 346 voluntary hours of 
State regulated training, giving the Fire Department three 
State certified firefighters. In-station training, work 
details and radio checks comprise many other voluntary 
hours spent. 


This year the Fire Department has responded to two 
chimney fires, two auto accidents, three brush fires, one 
electrical fire plus other types of fires, totalling 150 
man hours. 


Any able-bodied person interested in serving this 
community and Mutual Aid System as a volunteer firefighter 
should contact a member of the Fire Department. 


Chimney brushes of various sizes are available at the 
station for use by Town residents. Chimney cleaning 
service by the Department is still being done on request. 
Residents are urged to contact a firefighter concerning 
this service.
